EDITORIAL CHAT 

ONE VOTE OF PROTEST 

I do not believe there is a chance of Amendment No. 5 
carrying, but I am going to vote lor it as a protest against 
the present iniquitous tax system. Analysis ol the argu¬ 
ments against the proposition show either woeful ignorance 
of the rudiments of taxation and economics, or willful in¬ 
tent to deceive and frighten the people. Do you think 
for one minute the big banks are spending all their good 
money in the propaganda against No. 5 out of purely al¬ 
truistic motives, as they profess? It is not the small 
home owner and the farmer they are sympathizing with- 
it is the land speculators, the big real estate concerns and 
the like who are shivering in their boots and who have 
the sympathy of the financial powers who underwrite their 
enterprises. 

Corporations would be relieved of taxes, we are told. 
Who pays these corporation taxes? The patron of the 
railroads, telegraph, telephone and other franchise holding 
utilities. The opponents of No. 5 would have us believe 
that the burden of taxes would be shifted to the farmer 
because the farmer has the most land. Another fallacy. 
The burden of a land tax would be borne by the most val¬ 
uable land, value being determined without regard to im¬ 
provements. Obviously the most valuable land is in the 
heart of the cities. In the country districts the farmer 
would no longer be penalized for improving his land, but 
would be put on an equal basis with the holders of large 
tracts which are now held idle, awaiting a rise in values 
due to increased population. In two counties of this 
state one railroad owns more than half a million acres of 
land, most of it being practically withheld from productive 
use. Some of it pays taxes as low as six cents an acre. 
Do you know of any farm land taxed at si.x cents an acre? 
When the railroads and land speculators are forced to pay 
a fair share of taxes on such holdings as these, as they 
would under a land ta.x system, isn’s it rea.sonable to sup¬ 
pose that the farmer’s burden will be lightened rather than 
increased ? 

Land withheld from use has a direct effect in increas¬ 
ing the cost of living. Land speculation is tiie worst eco¬ 
nomic curse of California. The single tax would force the 
holders of idle land to use it or to sell it to some one who 
would use it.

NOVEL SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY 

The public apology of the Japanese As.sociation of Si¬ 
erra Madre for the fact that one of their number had been 
brought into couit on a criminal charge and the evident 
sense of humiliation felt by the members, presents an un¬ 
usual spectacle.

COMPLETE ANNEXATION OR NOTHING 

Defeat of the proposed Los Angeles city charter a- 
mendment providing for a workable borough system foi’ 
outlying districts is taken to mean that when that city 
annexes territory it wants to be the whole thing, with 
every vestige of control at the city hall on Bi'oadway—or 
in whichever newspaper office happens to be in the ascend¬ 
ant there. Wherefoie, the country towns will just go on 
ignoring the annexation bait and minding their own affiiirs.

VOTE YES ON BOTH PROPOSITIONS 

Voters should remember that the two “dry” amend¬ 
ments are independent and a vote for one will not interfere 
with a vote for the other. That is, a voter desiring com¬ 
plete prohibition, should not only vote YES on No. 1 but 
should also vote YPjS on No. 2 so that if the first fails to 
cany there will still be a chance of carrying the second, 
which will close the .saloons and public drinking places, but 
will not prevent the manufacturer marketing his own pro¬ 
duct. This would leave the market for 90 per cent of the 
California wines undistuibed.

HERE’S AN OPINION FROM HEADQUARTERS 

“The railroad chiefs of the country were not opposed 
to the eight-hour day, contrai-y to the opinion that has pre¬ 
vailed throughout the country,” said President F. D. Under¬ 
wood of the Erie Railroad, at Milwaukee, for the state fair, 
in an interview in the Milwaukee Journal. 

“There is a general feeling that the eight-hour day is 
coming and no doubt it will come and it ought to come. The 
eight-hour day law will cost the Erie railroad $3,000,000 a 
year. I do not think any additional legislation is needed by 
congress on this question. 

“Mr, Wilson, however, is not playing in politics. lie 
was doing what he honestly believed was for the good of the 
country. 

“No one could associate with Mr. Wilson as the railroad 
men of the country did during the.se negotiations and charge 
Mr. Wilson with playing politics in any way. Only some 
newspapers charged the president with working for political 
effect.”

Congressman Randall was overwhelmingly indorsed 
at the primaries by the voters of all parties and de¬ 
serves their hearty support at next Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion.

“You and the friends of our reiorm are 
to be congratulated upon the splendid show¬ 
ing you have made during ^our first session 
of congress. I have heard nothing but 
praise for your conduct and diplomacy, and 
you have made hosts of friends among lead¬ 
ers and the rank and file of congress, and I 
am sure this will be of immense value in the 
future.” 

Dr. S. T. Montgomery, supt., of the Anti-Saloon

“The cause of national prohibition will 
be promoted by your re-election, while de¬ 
feat would be haih'd by the liquor interests 
of the whole nation as a great victoi’y for 
them.”

COUNTRY VS. CITY MERCHANTS 

Tlie following edilorial is reprinted from the Azu-sa 
Poniotropie verbatim except that the name of Sierra Maclie 
is substituted for Azusa, because tiie editorial applies ecpiai- 
ly well here. 

“A condition may be found to exist in Sierra Vladre 
which is paralleled in all olner cities of this vicinity wiiicli 
are virtually suburbs of the metropolis at the county seat. 
The business of llie community is attracted away from tiie 
home business house to the wonderful palaces reared to sell 
the merchiuidise required by half a niilhon souls. 

“And the merchant of the smaller city wonders why 
his citizens pass his store daily towanl the car line whicn 
will take them tq the big city. Yes, he actually wondeis 
why the cusomers, who should enter his store, make llie 
liaid trip to Los Angeles to shop. 

“Yet he should not wonder. Here, as in every other 
small city, he lacks a quality whicn is pariunount in tiie busi¬ 
ness house of a metropolis. To become a real competitor 
of these huge organizations, he must come to a full realiza¬ 
tion of the practices of the city store. Some small city 
merchants have been successful in their battle with the big 
fellows. But this only happens to the fellows wlio are fully 
alive to the situation confronting them and develop business 
acumen and shrewdness that make their business eslabiish- 
meiits sought after by the home people to a surprising ex¬ 
tent. This requires a careful and conscientious study of 
the requirements of his community, the needs of the jxiople 
of his city. Then if he will bend his elforts to meet these 
needs, their patronage will lie started liis way. 

"But this alone will not hold them to him. The courtesy 
and convenience which is olfered them in the large city will 
be demanded by these customers, aiul the inorchant must 
be ready to offer it. He must supply his customer, whether 
it is inconvenient to do so or not. The spirit which attends 
a service of this kind makes an impression that cements the 
patronage to him iiermanently. 

“Such a condition cannotlie brought about by the mer¬ 
chant who has a comfortable and well worn chair in the 
back of his store. Such results cannot be obtained by the 
merchant whose store is so dark that patrons cannot see on 
first entering. Business of this kind is not attracted by 
dusty, time worn displays. 

“It takes pep. It requires that a merchant give his 
thought to his business and liis close attention to his cus¬ 
tomers. If he have the seeds of success in him, his mind 
will be continually oiien to suggestions from chance con¬ 
versation of his customers. There is not a store in any 
small town which does not offer sonuthing to do when there 
are no customers about. Too often, the proprietor hurries 
back to read some mail order journal and fails to rearrange 
the stock he has been showing. 

“The foregoing remarks are not generalities. They 
apply to conditions right here in Sierra Madre. There are 
complaints made every day of the indifference of merchants 
A lack of accomodation is remarked—and every day scores 
of residents spend scores of dollars in the city stores which 
cater to their wants.”
